Professor  Marshall  McLuhan  will  deliver 
the  1967  Marfleet  Lecture  on  March  16  and  17. 

Dean  Jacques  Barzun,  a Centennial  Profes-  y 

sor,  will  give  a public  lecture  April  4. 


March,  April  Centennial  Professors 
— Barzun,  Hofstadter  and  Ayer 


Three  eminent  scholars,  two  from  the  United  States  and  one  from  England,  will 
join  Sir  Edward  Bullard  and  Dr.  William  E.  Swinton  as  Centennial  Professors  in 
March.  They  are  Jacques  Barzun,  Dean  of  Faculties  and  Provost,  and  Seth  Professor 
of  History  at  Columbia;  Richard  Hofstadter,  DeWitt  Professor  of  American  History 
at  Columbia,  and  Alfred  Ayer,  Fellow  of  New  College  and  Wykeham  Professor  of 
Logic  at  Oxford.  The  Centennial  Professors  are  sponsored  by  the  Varsity  Fund  and 
the  Associates  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  Inc.,  New  York. 


Because  Dr.  Barzun  does  not  arrive  in 
Toronto  until  March  30,  his  activities  are 
scheduled  for  April.  He  will  give  one  public 
lecture,  on  Tuesday,  April  4,  at  8.30  p.m. 
in  Convocation  Hall.  Dr.  Barzun  will  discuss 
on  that  occasion  “Liberalism  and  Culture”, 
to  which  he  has  added  the  sub-title,  “Sketch 
of  a joint  disease”. 

Professor  Barzun  is  also  to  give  a seminar 
for  members  of  the  staff  and  students  and 
plans  to  meet  them  informally. 

This  will  be  Dr.  Barzun’s  second  visit  to 


the  University  of  Toronto  in  recent  years— 
he  was  the  Marfleet  Lecturer  in  1960. 
Although  primarily  an  historian,  he  has 
written  authoritatively  on  such  diverse  sub- 
jects as  art,  criticism,  music,  ethnology,  and 
biography,  as  well  as  history.  On  the  public 
platform  he  is  startlingly  direct.  Dr.  Barzun 
returns  to  New  York  April  9. 

Professor  Hofstadter  will  give  two  public 
lectures  while  on  the  campus,  both  in  Con- 
vocation Hall  at  8.30  p.m.  On  Tuesday, 
March  21,  he  will  speak  on  “The  American 
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Right  Wing”,  and  on  Thursday,  March  23, 
on  “Reflections  on  the  Kennedy  Era”.  On 
Friday,  March  17,  he  is  to  give  a lecture 
to  faculty  and  students  on  “Charles  Beard 
and  Progressive  Historiography  in  the  United 
States”,  the  place  and  time  of  which  are  to 
be  announced  later.  Dr.  Hofstadter  is  also 
planning  to  address  a student  audience  on 
“Jeffersonian  Democracy  and  Political  Par- 
ties”, and  take  part  in  the  seminar  series  on 
higher  education  organized  by  Professor 
Robin  Harris.  Dates,  times  and  places  for 
these  events  will  also  be  made  public  later. 

Richard  Hofstadter  attributes  to  the  de- 
pression of  the  1930s  his  concern  about 
contemporary  politics  and  his  decision  to 
become  an  historian.  He  is  noted  for  the 
grace  of  his  literary  style,  which  has  made 
his  published  work  appealing  to  the  public 
as  well  as  to  fellow  scholars.  Two  of  his 
books  won  Pulitzer  Prizes  for  him. 

Details  of  the  visit  of  Professor  Alfred 
Ayer  are  not  yet  available,  although  he  is 
definitely  scheduled  to  be  here  in  March. 
Announcements  of  his  public  appearances 
and  meetings  with  the  staff  and  students  will 


be  made  through  posters  and  advertisements. 

Professor  Ayer,  who  won  fame  at  the 
age  of  26  as  the  author  of  Language,  Truth 
and  Logic,  is  one  of  the  world’s  leading 
philosophers.  His  writings  of  recent  years 
have  been  mainly  on  the  theory  of  knowl- 
edge and  the  philosophy  of  mind,  largely 
a retrenchment  from  the  position  of  logical 
positivism  to  that  of  an  analytically  minded 
empiricist  in  the  tradition  of  Hume  and 
Russell. 

Sir  Edward  Bullard,  head  of  the  depart- 
ment of  geodesy  and  geophysics  at  Cam- 
bridge, will  continue  his  sessions  with  staff 
and  students  until  the  end  of  March. 

Dr.  William  E.  Swinton,  U of  T’s  own 
Centennial  Professor,  is  to  complete  his  series 
of  lectures  on  the  age  of  dinosaurs  with  a 
final  address  on  March  6,  at  5.30  p.m.  in 
Seeley  Hall,  Trinity  College.  Prior  to  that, 
he  will  begin  a new  series  of  lectures  under 
the  general  heading,  “The  Social  History 
and  Biological  Progress:  Evolution  and  Re- 
volution”. These  will  be  given  in  Room  2117, 
Sidney  Smith  Hall,  at  4 p.m.  on  March  1, 
8,  15,  22  and  29.

The  University’s  Centre  for  Russian  and 
East  European  Studies  and  the  Division  of 
University  Extension  are  offering,  from 
July  4 to  Aug.  25,  a Summer  Russian  Work- 
shop, the  first  of  its  kind  in  Canada,  which 
will  provide  the  Canadian  and  American 
student  a carefully  planned  intensive  train- 
ing and  the  most  modem  facilities  for 
language  learning. 

Complete  concentration  upon  the  subject 
during  the  entire  eight-week  session  in 
groups  of  not  more  than  ten  students,  care- 
ful attention  to  the  individual  needs  of  each 
student,  and  the  exclusive  use  of  Russian 
language  at  the  intermediate  and  advanced 
levels  of  studies  will  enable  the  student  to
